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Fee Increase part of airport plan 


Purchasing new snow and 
ice removal equipment 
and the expansion of sev¬ 
eral areas of the terminal 
are among the early high¬ 
lights of the Halifax Stan¬ 
field International 

Airport’s new 10-year Cap¬ 
ital Plan. 

The plan, to be final¬ 
ized this fall, will detail 
the airport’s capital in¬ 
vestment priorities for 
2011 to 2020. According to 
the Halifax International 
Airport Authority, the 


plan aims to improve pas¬ 
senger safety, reduce 
flight delays, as well as 
improving and upgrading 
its facilities to expand air¬ 
port services. 

While the plan is not 
yet complete, the HIAA 
has announced it will in¬ 
clude a $5 increase to Air¬ 
port Improvement Fees, 
meaning every passenger 
starting their trip in Hali¬ 
fax will have to pay $20. 

According to HIAA 
spokesman Peter Spur¬ 


way, the fee increase is 
seen as necessary for the 
continued expansion of 
the airport. 

“When we look at what 
we would like to do, or 
what needs to be done 
over the next 10 years ... 
it did become relatively 
clear to us relatively early 
that we need to go to a 
$20 AIF,” he said. 

The AIF was last in¬ 
creased in 2009, to $15 
from $10.

That brings the total 
number of arrests for the 
nine-month investigation to 
16, with charges including 
conspiracy to traffic, posses¬ 
sion for the purpose of traf¬ 
ficking, and participation in 
a criminal organization. 

The 16 arrested range in 
age from 20 to 43 years old. 
Only half are accused of ac-

A Dartmouth man wanted 
for murder after a fatal 
New Year’s Eve brawl in 
Antigonish is now behind 
bars. 

Robert Harris Lamb, 20, 
was arrested at an apart¬ 
ment in Lunenburg at 
about 10:45 p.m. on 
Wednesday. 

RCMP spokeswoman 
Sgt. Brigdit Leger said 
Lamb — who had been 
wanted on a Canada-wide 
warrant since early Febru¬ 
ary — had family in the 


Lunenburg area and was 
arrested without 
incident. 

“As result of 
the totality of 
the information 
we gathered 
through this in¬ 
vestigation, we were 
brought to the location in 
Lunenburg,” she said. 

Lamb is facing a charge 
of second-degree murder 
in the death of 25-year-old 
Jonathan Beaton, who is 
from Southside Harbour, 
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Antigonish Co. 

Beaton died in hospital 
early on Jan. 1, about four 


hours after police were 
called to a brawl that 
broke out at a house party 
at a rented residence at 
123 College St. 

Beaton was rushed to 
hospital suffering from 
stab wounds. 

“It certainly brings 
some relief to the Beaton 
family that Mr. Lamb is in 
custody,” said Staff Sgt.

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Premiers call 
on help from 
private sector 


O Long-form census on the table as provincial heads discuss how to 
move on from federal stimulus spending at annual meeting in Winnipeg 


Canada’s premiers say the 
private sector needs to 
step up when the federal 
government snaps shut 
its pocketboolc on stimu¬ 
lus spending, but the 
leaders are all over the 
map on how Ottawa 
should wind things down. 

A $47-billion package 
to boost the economy was 
introduced in January 
2009, but the federal cash 
register is to close March 
31. Ontario Premier Dal¬ 
ton McGuinty suggested 
Thursday it’s time for oth¬ 
ers to take over. 

“It’s not the job of the 
government to act as a 
permanent driver of eco¬ 
nomic growth,” McGuinty 
said at the annual pre¬ 
miers’ meeting in Win¬ 
nipeg. 

“Think of this year as 
the hand-off year. We’re 
going to run as quickly 
and hard as we can in this 
relay race and on March 
31, 2011, we’re going to 
give the baton to the pri-

Now it’s 
time for the private sector 
to step up and govern¬ 
ments to try and take 
down unnecessary bur¬ 
dens ... and barriers for 
the private sector to in¬ 
vest,” he said. 


However, Premier 
Shawn Graham of New 
Brunswick has a different 
take — he wants the fed¬ 
eral government to keep 
providing stimulus mon¬ 
ey to help Canada weath¬ 
er the recession. 

Nova Scotia Premier 
Darrell Dexter partially 
agreed.

Saskatchewan Premier

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Oilsands ad 
draws lire 
from critics 


Alberta is trying to bolster 
support for the oilsands 
with a colourful ad in a 
newspaper in Winnipeg 
where Canada’s premiers 
are holding their annual 
meeting. 

But environmentalists 
say the ad with its bright- 
green background is a 
clear ploy to push back at 
oilsands critics, including 
other provinces. 

Dale Marshall with the 
David Suzuki Foundation 
says the ad doesn’t bode 
well for what will happen 
at the meeting when envi¬ 
ronmental issues are dis¬ 
cussed. 

Marshall says environ¬ 
mentalists, who are also 
meeting in Winnipeg, 
want more collaboration 
between provinces in 
tackling greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

Mario Raynolds, execu¬ 
tive director of the Pembi¬ 
na Institute, an 


Alberta-based environ¬ 
mental think-tank, said 
provincial economic 
growth doesn’t have to 
mean more pollution. 

Emissions from oil¬ 
sands development are 
projected to triple by 
2020, the think-tank said. 
That will continue the 
trend of Alberta leading 
the nation in pollution 
growth, Raynolds said. 

The Alberta govern¬ 
ment’s strategy of mount¬ 
ing public relations 
offensives to support the 
oilsands doesn’t address 
its lack of action to cut 
down on greenhouse gas 
emissions, despite its 
claims in the ad, Raynolds 
said. 

“The problem can be 
solved by some good, new 
policy and legislation and 
ensuring that we clean up 
the development of the 
oilsands,” he said.

A day before, crews 
forced a slow torrent of 
heavy mud down the bro¬ 
ken wellhead from ships a 
mile above to push the 
crude back to its under¬ 
ground source. The ce¬ 
ment was the next step in 
this so-called “static kill” 
and is intended to keep 
the oil from finding its 
way back out. 


“This is not the end, 
but it will virtually assure 
us that there will be no 
chance of oil leaking into 
the environment,” retired 
Adm. Thad Allen, who 
oversees the spill re¬ 
sponse for the govern¬ 
ment, said in Washington. 

The progress was an¬ 
other bright spot as the 
tide appeared to be turn¬ 
ing in the months-long 
battle to contain the oil, 
with a federal report this 
week indicating that only 
about a quarter of the 
spilled crude remains in 
the Gulf and is degrading 
quickly.

Harper focused 
on economy, 
not an election 


O Polls show Tories have slipped into tie with Liberals 
O PM says economy will be the focus in months ahead 


Stephen Harper is talking 
up the economy and play¬ 
ing down an election. 

New polls suggest the 
recent Tory lead in the 
polls has evaporated and 
the government has fall¬ 
en below 30 per cent pop¬ 
ularity. 

The prime minister 
told a summer caucus of 
Conservative MPs and 
senators Thursday that 
the economy will be the 
government’s top priority 
in the months ahead. 

In a brief speech before 
going behind closed 
doors, Harper said the 
economy is recovering 
and “Canadian solutions 
are leading the way glob¬ 
ally.” 

But he added the situa¬ 
tion remains fragile. 

Harper showed no ap¬ 
petite for a fall election, 
saying Canadians want 
him to concentrate on the 
challenges facing the 
country.

“We know there are 
some in the opposition 
coalition again threaten¬ 
ing an election. 

“But, colleagues, that is 
not what Canadians 
want,” he said to ap¬ 
plause. 

“Canadians want us to 
continue to focus on gov¬ 
erning and especially, col¬ 
leagues, they want us to 
focus on the economy.” 


There had been wide 
speculation in July that 
Harper, enjoying a big 
lead in the polls, might 
call an fall election. 

But new polls suggest 
the Tory lead has evapo¬ 
rated and the government 
has fallen below 30 per 
cent popularity and into a 
statistical tie with the Lib¬ 
erals. 

Harper told his caucus 
the government has ac¬ 
complished many things 
since Parliament ad¬ 
journed in June, including 
moving ahead with anti¬ 
crime measures and the 
Economic Action Plan. 

He also cited the G8 
and G20 summits, the 
Queen’s visit, and visits 
by the leaders of China 
and India. 

The prime minister 
heads out next week on a 
cross-country summer 
tour expected to focus on 
the economy.

Soldiers hurt in ‘hard 
landing* of chopper 

Eight soldiers suffered mi¬ 
nor injuries Thursday after 
a Canadian Chinook heli¬ 
copter was forced to make 
a hard landing and burst 
into flames near a remote 
village southwest of Kan¬ 
dahar city. 

There were five crew 
members and 15 passen¬ 
gers on board the Chinook 
CH147 that landed near 
the village of Armarah, 
about 20 kilometres away 
from Afghanistan’s second- 
largest city. 

The five crew members 
included two pilots and 
three door gunners. 

“Eight people were in¬ 
jured in the hard landing 
but they were minor in¬ 
juries, fortunately,” said 
Maj. Daryl Morrell, senior 
public affairs officer for 
Task Force Kandahar. 

The Taliban took imme¬ 
diate responsibility. Tal¬ 
iban spokesman Qari 



Yousef Ahmadi claimed in¬ 
surgents shot down the 
aircraft with a rocket. 

Morrell refused to give 
credence to the Taliban 
claims, saying investiga¬ 
tors need to look at what 
caused the landing and 
damage to the aircraft. 

It’s likely the investiga¬ 
tion will take days to com¬ 
plete.

O Crime a top Tory priority despite 
stats showing offences have been 
declining for two decades 


The Harper government is 
pressing ahead with its 
multibillion-dollar tough- 
on-crime agenda despite 
internal polling that sug¬ 
gests most Canadians don’t 
see crime as a big issue. 

When asked in January 
which issue the govern¬ 
ment should focus on 
most, only one per cent of 
people answered crime. 
The top answers were the 
economy and the reces¬ 
sion, jobs and health care. 

The poll was published 
recently in the govern¬ 
ment’s public repository of 
the opinion research sur¬ 
veys it conducts. 

Even helping earth¬ 
quake-ravaged Haiti 


ranked higher than dealing 
with crime, garnering four 
per cent of support among 
those polled. 

“The economy and jobs 
are urgent issues,” the sur¬ 
vey found. “Health and the 
environment are impor¬ 
tant, long-term issues 
where there is little con¬ 
sensus on direction and 
governments’ role is uncer¬ 
tain.” 

The telephone survey of 
1,500 people was conduct¬ 
ed by the Finance Depart¬ 
ment as it prepared to 
release the federal budget. 
The margin of error was 
plus or minus 2.5 percent¬ 
age points.

Get real - parity’s 
a loonie illusion 


O Reality check: Against all major currencies, our dollar is flying well 
under the radar O Maybe it’s just a little too close to the greenback 


The Canadian dollar is tak¬ 
ing yet another run at pari¬ 
ty, but this time reaching 
that benchmark would not 
be much of a victory. 

Analysts note that the 
current manifestation of a 
muscular loonie is more 
illusion than reality. 

The currency has been 
generally on a winning 
streak relative to the U.S. 
dollar since it traded as 
low as 93.65 cents US a 
month ago, backed by ris¬ 
ing commodity prices. 

It has been on the move 
again this week, gaining 
more than a quarter of a 
cent to 98.57 cents US in 
late-morning trades, after 
rising more than a cent 
the previous two days. 

Analysts caution that 
that’s against the U.S. dol¬ 
lar — against all major cur¬ 
rencies, the loonie is flying

well under the radar. 

Royal Bank currency 
strategist David Watt says 
the Canadian dollar has 
been the worst performing 
of the world’s major cur¬ 
rencies since mid-June, 
with the exception of the 
greenback. 

Watt says while the 


loonie is doing well 
against the U.S. dollar, the 
euro and the currencies of 
Sweden, Britain, Switzer¬ 
land, Japan, Australia and 
New Zealand are doing 
much better — a differ¬ 
ence ranging between 5 
and 7 per cent. 

The reason, he says, is 



that as the U.S. economy 
has shown signs of slow¬ 
ing, the loonie has suf¬ 
fered from close 
association.

LIES, DAMN LIES AND 
CORPORATE WELFARE 


E ach passing day reminds me 
just how much the govern¬ 
ment takes us for idiots — by 
playing with words. Take the 
case of corporate welfare. In a 
recent press release, the 
government said it was 
granting a “non-repayable 
loan” to a multinational. 

Translation: They “lent” mil¬ 
lions of your tax dollars to 
IBM or Warner Brothers, but 
those companies have no ob¬ 
ligation to reimburse you. 

Only problem: It’s not true. 

What do you expect? If 
politicians told you they take 
your money to give to million¬ 
aires, they would have a hard time getting 
re-elected. But it gets worse. 

A study by the Frontier Centre reveals 
that even the money (your money) they 
give to multinationals in loans that are “re¬ 
payable” ... still doesn’t get paid back! 

Since 1982, Industiy Canada has loaned 
more than $18 billion of your tax dollars to 
hundreds of companies — the equivalent 
of 360,000 years of hard labour at $50,000 
per year. Many of these companies are 
multinationals that pay their CEOs 
millions of dollars. They’re usually well 
connected politically, or located in 
counties where the government wants to 
buy votes. Bah! Who cares, you say. These

are loans. The money will come back even¬ 
tually, right? Wrong. 

In 28 years, Canadian companies have 
paid back only $1.9 billion of the $18 
billion loaned out —10 per cent of the to¬ 
tal. These loans are often granted without 
interest. Collectively, we sacri¬ 
fice millions of dollars we 
could earn by investing that 
money elsewhere. 

Even worse: Since our gov¬ 
ernment is drowning in debt, 
it must borrow from the mar¬ 
kets — at interest — to find 
the money. The total bill for 
taxpayers ends up much high¬ 
er than the $ 18-billion “loan.” 
Meanwhile, each day 
brings another misleading press release. 
On March 31, 2009, Industiy Canada 
announced a “repayable investment” of 
$250 million to CAE, a provider of flight 
simulators. 

But when you dig a little, you discover 
that this gift is repayable ... “conditionally.” 
If CAE sells enough simulators, the compa¬ 
ny will reimburse us. Otherwise, kiss that 
money goodbye. 

We can argue about the effectiveness of 
corporate subsidies. But if politicians pre¬ 
fer giving our tax dollars to big business in¬ 
stead of improving health care or lowering 
taxes, they should bite the bullet and do so 
openly and honestly.

F or most of the 
twentieth cen¬ 
tury dance 
movies were a 
Hollywood sta¬ 
ple, making 

stars out of hoofers Fred 
Astaire and Ginger Rogers 
and seeing half the Best 
Picture Oscars from the 
years 1958 to 1968 going 
to movies with smooth 
dance moves. 

Some dance movies 
from the classic age are 
memorable — Singin’ in 
the Rain has a rare 100 per 
cent positive rating on 
RottenTomatoes. Others 
not so much. Remember 
Yolanda and the Thief? Me 
neither. But generally au¬ 
diences were enthralled 
by Astaire’s graceful 
moves or Kelly’s athletic 
style. Producers of this 
weekend’s Step Up 3D are 
hoping for a throw back to 
those heady days and that 
audiences will be lured to 
the theatre by their film’s 
mix of dance and eye pop¬ 
ping 3-D. 

Dance on film died out 



during the late 1960s as 
movies with social 
messages and hard hitting 
dramas took center stage 
but one actor single hand- 
edly brought back hip 
swiveling to the big 
screen. John Tavolta’s per¬ 
formances in Saturday 
Night Fever and Grease 
opened the flood gates for 
dozens of high stepping 
films in the 1970s. Here’s a 
list of the good, the bad 
and the ugly of ’70s and 
’80s dance. 

The Good 

Loosely based on the life 
of screenwriter Dean Pitch- 
ford Footloose is the stoiy 
of a spunky Chicago teen 
(Kevin Bacon) who moves 
to a small town where 
dancing and rock music 
have been outlawed. John 
Travolta, Tom Cruise and 
Rob Lowe were all offered 


the lead role, but Bacon siz¬ 
zles as Ren McCormack, 
the rebellious boy who 
teaches the town to kick 
up their heels to the tune 
of Let’s Hear it For the Boy. 
(Honourable Mention: Pee- 
Wee’s Big Adventure. Not a 
dance movie but Pee-wee’s 
(Paul Ruebens) Peewee 
Dance to the song Tequila 
is a classic.) 

The Bad 

Breakin’ 2: Electric 
Boogaloo isn’t 
remembered as a great 
movie (it isn’t) or for Ice- 
T’s performance, no, it is 
best remembered as the 
facetious name given to 
any unnecessaiy sequel. 
For example, Tron 2: Elec¬ 
tric Boogaloo or perhaps 
Titanic 2: Electric 
Boogaloo.

Just when you thought 
buddy cop movies were 
as outmoded as Tetris and 
neon scrunchies, The 
Other Guys comes along 
and resuscitates a once 
dead genre (no thanks to 
you, Cop Out). 

Not since the days of 
Beverly Hills Cop and 
Lethal Weapon has there 
been such a seamless 
melding of action and 
comedy playing out over 
a ping pong match of tal¬ 
ented leading actors, in 
this case Will Ferrell and 
Mark Wahlberg. 

You know those 
hardcore, kick butt cops 
who always get their 
man? Well, Wahlberg and 
Ferrell are the other guys, 
two NYPD detectives 
strapped to their desks, 
living in the shadow of a 
duo of super cops 
(Dwayne “The Rock” 
Johnson and Samuel L. 


Jackson, both in a shining 
hour). But when they 
finally get the opportuni¬ 
ty to step up to the plate, 
they find themselves in 
way over their heads. 

Uproariously funny yet

It was only a matter of 
time before the 
resurgence in popularity 
of 3-D led to pun-filled 
sequel titles in the grand 
tradition of Jaws 3-D.

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Veteran Hong Kong 
director heeds call 
of mainland China 

O Cantonese action filmmaker Johnnie To looking 
to tap potential of youth market with new romance 


With Hong Kong directors 
and actors flocking to 
make lcung fu and histori¬ 
cal epics proliferating in 
mainland China, Johnnie 
To’s edgy Cantonese action 
thrillers have long been re¬ 
garded as the last bastion 
of local cinema. 

But even he must tap 
the vast potential of the 
mainland movie market to 
survive, the veteran film¬ 
maker acknowledged 
Thursday. 

To told mainland re¬ 
porters on a Hong Kong set 
of the new romance he is 
directing, Don’t Go Break¬ 
ing My Heart, that it is an 
attempt to pioneer a new 
genre in China. 


“We want to make a 
love story that young peo¬ 
ple will watch,” To said in a 
rare interview in the na¬ 
tional dialect Mandarin — 
instead of the southern 
Cantonese dialect he is 
more comfortable with. 

“This might be a new 
route. Not eveiy movie has 
to be a period lcung fu pro¬ 
duction. There are too 
many of these films recent¬ 
ly. I think it’s time for a 
change. Not all movies 
have to be big produc¬ 
tions,” said To. 

Asked why he cast Chi¬ 
na’s Gao Yuanyuan — and 
not a Hong Kong actress — 
alongside Hong Kong in- 
dustiy heartthrobs Daniel 


Wu and Louis Koo, To re¬ 
sponded with a laugh, “You 
should know why. And you 
still ask me? 

“You can’t talk about a 
distinction between Hong 
Kong and the mainland 
these days. Given the way 
things are evolving now — 
we are all part of China,” 
he said. 

While Hong Kong was 
once the centre of the Chi- 
nese-language industry — 
producing stars like Jackie 
Chan, Jet Li and Chow Yun- 
fat — the balance of power 
has shifted to the main¬ 
land in recent years as its 
rapid growth unleashed 
new capital and fresh audi¬ 
ences.

B.C. film industry welcomes 
harmonized sales tax

He says that will make 
the province more com¬ 
petitive and help attract 
more productions and 
jobs to B.C. 

Leitch says the indus¬ 
try employs 20,000 peo¬ 
ple directly in B.C. and 
another 15,000 indirect¬ 
ly- 

The industry associa¬ 


tion says 239 movies 
were shot in B.C. last 
year, generating more 
than $1.3 billion in pro¬ 
duction spending. 

While the movie 
industry is backing the 
HST, B.C. restaurant oper¬ 
ators released figures re¬ 
cently showing the tax is 
taking a big bite out of 
their business.

more a song/album sells or 
gets played on the radio, 
the higher its ranking. The 
higher a song/album’s posi¬ 
tion, the more momentum 
it picks up, leading to 
more sales and more 
airplay — and more profits 
for the label/artist. 

It’s also a horse race for 
the public. If you’ve ever 
listened to Casey Kasem (or 
virtually any other radio 
countdown show) or just 
watched how your 
favourite album moved 
around the wall at your 
record store, you’ve seen 
how the charts work. 

Make the charts and 
you’re in the game. If your 
song/album goes up, 
you’re winning. If it goes 


down, you’re losing. Not 
make them at all and 
you’re not a Big-Time Play¬ 
er. But change may be 
coming. The Ultimate 
Chart is the product of Big 
Champagne, a company 
that tracks file-trading ac¬ 
tivity on P2P sites. They no¬ 
ticed that what was being 
illegally traded online — 
i.e. what was popular — 
differed greatly from 
which songs and artists ap¬ 
peared on Billboard. “Why 
aren’t we using that data 
in figuring out which 
songs are big and which 
aren’t?” 

Big Champagne then 
started monitoring plays 
on My Space, YouTube and 
Faceboolc. They looked at 


songs played on TV and 
those sold as ringtones. 
And when eveiything was 
compiled, big 
discrepancies emerged be¬ 
tween what Billboard 
reported and what Big 
Champagne contended 
was reality with music con¬ 
sumers. 

Record labels and retail¬ 
ers love this kind of data. A 
migration from traditional 
Billboard charts to the Ulti¬ 
mate Chart would have 
enormous repercussions 
for music — even if 99 per 
cent of consumers would 
be oblivious. 

It’s another example of 
how the Internet is drasti¬ 
cally changing everything 
about music.

I f you work anywhere 
in the music 
industry, you watch 
the Billboard charts 
like your life 
depends on them.

Since the 1950s, the Bill¬ 
board charts are how the 
industry has kept score.

Darrel Timm doesn’t feed 
his cattle in the evening 
any more — their mooing 
kept him awake all night. 

That’s because their 
feed is laced with red wine 
— a litre a day each — 
which has made for some 
very happy cattle. 

B.C. farmers Timm and 
his sister Janice Ravndahl 
are also pretty happy with 
the enthusiastic response 
of chefs and specialty 
stores to their Sezmu 
Meats. 

Riley Bennett, chef at 
Mission Hill Wineiy’s Ter¬ 
race Restaurant near 
Kelowna, B.C., says their 
$24 short ribs and $27 
striploins are very popular 
with patrons, who exclaim 
over the dark red colour of 
the meat and its taste. 

“The flavour is out 


there, second to none,” 
says Bennett. “It tastes like 
real beef but more rich in 
the mouthful.” 

He is delighted to have 
the heavily marbled meat 
on his menu because it is a 
local success stoiy which 
delights the diners. 

“They are blown away 
that it is raised only 50 
miles from the wineiy. It’s 
the talk of the town.” 

Bennett, who is angling 
to have Mission Hill’s red 
wines fed to the next crop 
of cattle, says the five- 
month experiment has 
shown him “it is one of 
those things that is going 


to be around a long time.” 

After a number of trials, 
they felt 90 days of wine 
drinking produced the 
greatest impact on meat 
flavour, says Ravndahl. Af¬ 
ter that, the cost of the 
wine starts making the 
price of the meat prohibi¬ 
tive. For example, a Sezmu 
Meats rib-eye sells for $35 
a kilogram. In the early 
days, they made their own 
wine to help defray costs 
but found it too time con¬ 
suming. 

Now they source the 
wine, a Cabernet blend, 
from a variety of wineries 
near their Kelowna farm. 


The cows, who were 
“definitely veiy curious” 
about the wine at first ex¬ 
posure, soon became “ex¬ 
cited” when they could 
smell it being brought to 
them. 

“They’d see my brother 
come out of the house 
with the wine pitchers 
and they’d go right over to 
him.” 

The most noticeable be¬ 
haviour change has been 
the constant mooing after 
being fed, she says, which 
resulted in the decision to 
serve the wine with break¬ 
fast instead of dinner. 

Although she has since 
heard of wine-fed beef in 
Australia, Ravndahl 
believes she is the only 
farmer in North America 
to do the same.

Inspired by chef Gordon 
Ramsay, who fed beer to 
his pigs, farmer Janice 
Ravndahl opted for wine 
being made right at her 
doorstep in the Okanagan 
Valley to enhance the meat 
of her Red Angus cattle. 

She and brother Darrel 
Timm were only 
experimenting with a few 
animals when area chefs 
began calling.

Potential top pick 
eyes world juniors 


O New Brunswick-raised Couturier 
could go No. 1 in 20110 Focused 
on making national junior team 


Sean Couturier’s name has 
already been mentioned as 
a potential first overall 
pick in the 2011 NHL 
draft, but the 18-year-old 
centre doesn’t want to 
think that far ahead just 
yet. 

The American-born, 
Bathurst, N.B.-raised son 
of former Los Angeles 
Kings left-winger Sylvain 
Couturier is too busy try¬ 
ing to make Canada’s 
team for the next world 
junior hockey champi¬ 
onship in December in 
Buffalo, N.Y. 

“It’s pretty fun to be up 
there, but I try not to 
think about it," Couturier 
said Thursday on Day 2 of 
the Canadian junior team 
development camp at Mile 
One Centre in St. John’s. 
“There’s still a whole sea¬ 
son to play." 

Couturier and Saint 
John Sea Dogs defence- 
man Nathan Beaulieu are 
the only 18-year-old play¬ 
ers in the 46-man camp 
who are eligible for the 
2011 draft. 

The only other undraft¬ 
ed player is Vancouver Gi¬ 
ants defenceman Neil 
Manning, who was passed 
over by the 30 NHL clubs 
in June in Los Angeles. 

Couturier won the Jean 
Beliveau Trophy as the 
scoring champion of the 
Quebec Major Junior 
Hockey League with the 
Drummondville Voltigeurs 
last season with 41 goals 
and 55 assists in 68 games.

► Couturier was born in 1992 
in Phoenix, Ariz., where 
his father was playing for 
the Roadrunners of the de¬ 
funct IHL. 

► Sylvain Couturier had 
played 33 NHL games for 
the Kings, but spent most 
of his career in the minors 
and in Europe. 

► Sylvain retired after a sea¬ 
son in the Quebec senior 
league in 2000-01 and is 
now general manager of 
the Acadie-Bathurst Titan.
